MARY’S 38 YEARS ON THK RF.NCH 

Retiring magistrate 
recalls being thrown 
in at the deep end! 


THE second 

longest-serving 
magistrate in the 
whole of Britain has 
just retired from the 
bench at Barry. 

Mary Mossford was 
70 recently and the rules 
state that JPs have to 
stand down before their 
70th birthday. 

Mrs Mossford, who 
lives in Penarth, was only 
32 when she was first 
appointed to the bench - 
one of the youngest mag¬ 
istrates ever. She has now 
completed 38 years in the 
post. 

“There is a trend today 
for younger magistrates, 
but in those days I was 
the baby of the court,” 



she recalled. “There was 
no training and no inter¬ 
views - you were simply 
proposed by someone 
and the Lord Chancellor 
said yes or no - and then 
you just went in at the 
deep end. I was taking 
part in decisions on my 
first day. You learnt the 


ropes as you went 
along.” 

Mrs Mossford said 
that everything had 
changed now, with mag¬ 
istrates training for a year 
and sitting in court as 
observers before they 
start sitting. 

“When I started, there 


was a court in Penarth 
which closed and then I 
sat in Cowbridge, which 
has also closed. The only 
court we have left in the 
Vale is at Barry.” 

Mrs Mossford recalled 
that when she was first 
appointed, all lady mag¬ 
istrates wore hats in court 
- a practice which has 
now died out - but she 
revived the custom on 
her last day by sporting a 
splendid hat to her 
farewell ceremony when 
she was thanked for her 
years of service by David 
Taylor, chairman of the 
bench. Garth James, one 
of the solicitors, also paid 
tribute to her work.

‘Find solution to demand 
for Welsh medium education’ 

‘WORK TOGETHER IN VALE’ - CALL 


DEMAND for places 
at a Welsh medium 
school in Barry is out¬ 
stripping supply. 

There are 63 Vale 
youngsters hoping to go 
to Ysgol Gymraeg St 
Curig in the town but just 
60 places available. 

The Conservative par¬ 
liamentary candidate for 
the Vale, Alun Cairns 
AM, said that while he 
was pleased that demand 
for Welsh medium educa-

tion was increasing local¬ 
ly, it was causing a 
headache to both schools 
and education officers. 

He explained: “We 
have an issue at St 
Curig’s where in 
September there will be 
63 children competing 
for 60 places. 

“Strict rules about 
class numbers mean that 
it may not be possible to 


accommodate the three 
extra children, although I 
am hoping that a sensible 
solution can be found.” 

Last month, The GEM 
reported on how a tempo¬ 
rary classroom was likely 
to be sited at Ysgol Iolo 
Morganwg in Cowbridge 
to accommodate all the 
pupils who want to start 
there in September.

speaker himself, said:

Traffic lights 
are ‘concern’ 
for Plaid AM 


CONCERNS about 
traffic signals at the 
Merrie Harrier and 
Barons Court road 
junctions in 
Penarth have been 
raised by Plaid AM 
Chris Franks. 

The former Vale 
councillor, said: 
“Motorists have com¬ 
plained to me of unac¬ 
ceptable delays in rela¬ 
tion to traffic travelling 
from Dinas Powys to 
Cardiff, and I contacted 
the Vale Council as a 
result. My concern is 
that with an upturn in 
the economy, the issue 
of traffic congestion at 
these busy junctions will 
worsen.” 

He pointed out that

“It was an enjoyable 
occasion and there were 
no tears, although I will 
miss everyone,” she 
said. “I felt it was time 
for me to go. 

“Being a magistrate 
has been a huge com¬ 
mitment and is totally 
unpaid. 

“It is even more oner¬ 
ous these days, because 
there is constant train¬ 
ing, which has to be 
undertaken to deal with 
changes in the laws and 
in sentencing. 

“But I sometimes feel 
that younger magis¬ 
trates are too tied by 
sentencing guidelines. 

“I always point out 
that they are just guide¬ 
lines and you can go 
against them, provided 


you state your reasons 
in court.” 

Mrs Mossford comes 
from a prominent 
Cardiff family. Her 
father was Dr Clifford 
Bence, who was a GP 
and also Lord Mayor of 
Cardiff.

OBJECTIONS TO DEVELOPMENT: 

‘White Farm must be saved for town!’ 


1 HAVE a num¬ 
ber of objections 
to the proposed 
White Farm devel¬ 
opment. 

The developers’ appli¬ 
cation to increase the 
construction of houses to 
189, with more than 100 
being four-bedroom 
houses and 57 being 
three-bedroom houses 
will be a complete over¬ 
build, and will be a far 
greater density than 
other residential proper¬ 
ties in the surrounding 
area. 

The roads in Barry are 
virtually all pre-war, and 
we have already got 
vehicle gridlock on 
roads leaving and enter¬ 
ing the town. This devel¬ 


opment could add up to 
a further 300 vehicles in 
this congested area. 

The sewerage system 
is Victorian and cannot 
cope with the present 
amount of drainage, as 
can be seen by the flood¬ 
ing of housing and the 
school along the 
Coldbrook drainage 
route. 

Not only will this vast 
overbuild add greatly to 
the danger of increased 
flooding, the buildings 
will greatly reduce the 
natural drainage/soak 
away through the loss of 
the fields. 

The White Farm 
fields and the public 
open space are used 
widely by the residents 
of Barry and the Colcot, 


as can be seen by the 
pathways around the 
area caused by the peo¬ 
ple walking their dogs, 
or crossing the fields, 
either going or returning 
from the town centre. 

I thought that the 
council would have 
leamt what the people of 
Barry thought of their 
public open spaces, 
when they tried to force 
through the sale of land 
on Cemetery Approach! 

The Vale Council 
should put a lot of 
thought into the sale of 
all of this green area to 


the developers, as it 
should be retained for 
the expansion of the 
cemetery, and the public 
open space should be 
retained as a ‘green 
lung’ for the people of 
Barry and the Colcot to 
enjoy. 

In 10 to 15 years’ 
time, if this development 
is allowed to be built, 
where are we going to 
lay our loved ones to 
rest, or are they going to 
make cremation compul¬ 
sory?

Quite rightly, there 
have been expressions of 
dissatisfaction from the 
community and politi¬ 
cians concerning devel¬ 
opment proposals for 
White Farm - an area of 
land barely a stone’s 
throw from Coun 
Curtis’s front door. 

So, it is a mystery 
why he has taken so 
long to get involved with 
this latest planning 
application by the devel¬ 
oper.

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Bridgend students visit Auschwitz as part 
of latest Holocaust education programme 


PUPILS from schools around south 
Wales - including a number from the 
Vale - have been taken on a ‘day trip’ 
to a destination that is synonymous 
with humanity at its most inhuman - 
Auschwitz. 

The visit was organised by the Holocaust 
Educational Trust, a charity based in the UK, 
as part of its ‘Lessons From Auschwitz’ proj¬ 
ect, which takes pupils out to Poland to visit 
the death camps that will forever be linked 
with the Nazis’ ‘Final Solution to the Jewish 
problem’. 

The project’s long-term aim is to take two 
pupils from every secondary school in the 
UK out to Auschwitz, and for these pupils to 
be ‘ambassadors’ who can pass on their expe¬ 
riences to their peers, and ensure that the 
Holocaust is never forgotten. 

So, for those pupils - all volunteers - the 
day promised to be harrowing, with the 
added burden of the heavy responsibility of 
telling their story back home. 

Philip Irwin of The GEM joined the party, 
which included pupils from Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg, Stanwell, St Cyres, Porthcawl, 
Bryntirion and Ysgol Gyfun Llanhari. 

It was no less harrowing for him.

W HEN it comes to studying the 
events surrounding the 
Holocaust, I would like to think 
of myself as quite well informed. I have 
read books on the subject, and seen a 
number of documentaries. 

Add to that the frequency with which it crops up 
in dramatic form, in films, novels, theatre and TV, 
and I felt that I knew enough. Certainly, I felt that I 
didn’t want to look any closer, or do any more 
research. 

However, a visit to Auschwitz in Poland forces 
you to turn around and take another look. 

The pupils were not thrown into the experience 
unprepared. They had all been to an orientation 
seminar a week before going. Also, they were all 
due at another post-event seminar to talk about 
their experiences. 

That is a good idea, because there is something 
about the physical act of walking around the 
Auschwitz complex that robs you of the power of 
coherent speech. 

I did receive a number of perceptive and honest 
contributions from pupils,, but they all came after a 
few days’ reflection. 

No one was saying much at the time - either 
adults or ‘children’. 

The Holocaust Educational Trust takes the view 
that the sheer scale of what took place at Auschwitz 
is more than people can take in. The numbers are 
so vast that you cease to think of the victims as 
individuals. 

The thrust of the day, therefore, is to ‘reperson¬ 
alise’ the Holocaust, and the first step towards this 
goal is to start the day in Oswiecim. When the 
Germans invaded, Oswiecim was a town where the 
Jewish majority lived harmoniously with the Polish 
Catholics who made up most of the remainder of 
the town’s 14,000 population. 

It had a large military barracks, which was ideal 
for the Nazis’ purposes, and that barracks became 
Auschwitz (the Germanic version of Oswiecim). 

Since the war ended, the town has reverted, not 
surprisingly, to the Polish version. 

At Oswiecim, the pupils were shown the site of 
the former (large) synagogue, which was burned 
down by the invaders. 

They then took a short walk and were welcomed 
into the (much smaller) present day synagogue by 


Rabbi Barry Marcus, a veteran of such trips. 

Rabbi Barry talked about life in the town before 
the war, and about after the war. Many Oswiecim 
Jews were probably among the first to die in 
Auschwitz. Those who were able to escape and sur¬ 
vive the war, chose to seek new lives elsewhere. 

Rabbi Barry revealed that one man did return - a 
man so traumatised that he spoke to no one, and 
lived the rest of his life as a mute witness to the 
past. 

However, I believe the main reason for the visit 
to the synagogue were the photographs on the 
walls. Nothing remarkable - that was the point. 

The photographs were all pre-war, and were sim¬ 
ple scenes of everyday life. 

There were class photos from school, family 
groups or social occasions - exactly what you 
would expect from a small town community. It was 
understated, but there would be a powerful echo in 
Auschwitz Birkenau as night fell, seven hours later. 

The military barracks that are now known as 
Auschwitz One are part of the town, in the same 
way that the local secondary school is part of a 
town like Barry or Llantwit Major. It covers about 
the same area too, but with more barrack buildings 
and little in the way of playing fields. 

It only took a few minutes before we were being 
ushered past the gates that said ‘Arbeit Macht Frei’. 
It was almost six hours since we had checked in at 
Cardiff Airport and it was starting to snow. 

The staff at Auschwitz are now used to taking 
parties of school pupils around, and we were all 
equipped with headphones so that we could hear 
every word spoken by Katerina, our guide. 

It is at Auschwitz One that you find all the 
exhibits. One block has been left to show what the 
living conditions were like - although ‘living’ con¬ 
ditions is quite the wrong term. 

Other blocks are given over to the collections 
that most people know about - a room where the 
‘exhibit’ is hundreds of suitcases, all neatly labeled 
by families who believed they were being relocated 
to start a new life, or another room with shoes. 

As you enter these blocks, a sign over the door 
says ‘Evidence of Crimes’ - a grim reminder that 
still, to this day, certain groups tie logic in knots to 
try and explain away what went on here. 

As with so many things about Auschwitz, it is 
the scale that gets to you. The room with the shoes, 
for instance, is actually a narrow corridor, perhaps 
25 yards long. You take a step in and you can see, 


behind the glass to your left and to your right, thou¬ 
sands of shoes piled 12 feet high. 

I took that first step and really did not want to go 
any further. Part of me was saying “I’ve seen 
enough” w hi le part of me insisted on seeing it all, 
so I walked the 25 yards looking to one side, and 
then walked back looking the other. 

As we left the building, one teacher who was 
accompanying her pupils said to me: “I was alright 
in there until I saw a matching pair.” 

The scale of Auschwitz is such that the small 
things tend to have a big impact. For me, it was in 
the ‘hair room’ where this time the exhibit is human 
hair, again piled about 12 feet high behind a glass 
window, and once again stretching maybe 20 yards. 

The hair was, of course, cut from the living, who 
had their heads shaved before being assigned to 
labouring duties, and from the dead - once the gas 
chambers had done their job. 

However, once again it was the small details that 
hit home. In a cabinet in a comer of the room were 
a number of documents - business contracts - and 
there was the price agreed for this hair with (pre¬ 
sumably) a wig-maker back in the Fatherland. 

It was 50 pfennigs a kilo. 

The pupils spent probably about two hours walk¬ 
ing around Auschwitz One. I think that there was 
much more to see, but it was time to take the short 
bus ride to Birkenau. It was snowing quite heavily 
now, and our party would be spending the next four 
hours almost entirely out of doors. 

The pupils were familiar with Birkenau (also 
known as Auschwitz Two). They recognised the 
watchtower, and they knew where the trains would 
pull up, with families leaving the trains to be 
assessed and assigned - sent either to work parties 
or to the gas chambers. 

This time, we are not talking about a school on 
the outskirts of a town. 

We are talking about a large industrial estate. 

Only a few of the huts that made up the living 
quarters are still standing, but the foundations are 
visible as they stretch away to the right and to the 
left. The pupils don’t need more than 10 minutes 
inside one to realise how dreadful the conditions 
must have been. 

Then, with the snow still falling, we set off along 
the rail tracks, heading towards the gas chambers. It 
was a long walk and is not ‘tourist friendly’. 

We stumbled and slipped across the uneven 
ground - but nobody complains. 


Auschwitz was liberated by the Red Army and, 
as the Russians approached, the Nazis tried to 
destroy the gas chambers. 

As a result, the two mined buildings have been 
left as they were, with a board erected to explain 
where the different rooms in the building were, and 
detailing what happened where. 

In the morning, in Auschwitz One, we had been 
shown a model of the gas chambers, so it was not 
difficult to visualise them in working order. 

About 400 yards from the gas chambers, there is 
one building still standing, and it is this building 
that is an echo of the synagogue in the morning. 

During the liberation of Auschwitz, a suitcase 
was discovered, filled with hundreds of family pic¬ 
tures. 

After the war, Jewish organisations tried to iden¬ 
tify the families, and to find out what became of 
them. 

Sadly, that was only possible in the case of a 
small number. As a result, these family groups live 
on in a room devoted to their memory. 

Occasionally, the family group is alongside some 
biographical details: where they came from; what 
business they were in; when they were arrested by 
the Nazis - and whether any of the family survived. 

There were precious few who did. 

Finally, Rabbi Barry Marcus conducted a short 
service, and made a passionate speech about the 
need to remember the Holocaust. 

Then, the pupils lit candles and placed them on 
the end of the railway lines. It was dark now, and 
still snowing, and the party then made the long 
walk back towards the infamous watchtower - and 
their waiting buses. 

I must confess that when I first heard about the 
trip, I felt sorry for the pupils - even though they 
were volunteers. 

It seemed a heavy responsibility, and that too 
much was being asked of them. 

However, I can only point to the following quote 
from Rebecca and Siobhan from Bryntirion 
Comprehensive School: “It is clear to our family 
and friends how much the trip has changed our 
perspective on, not only the Holocaust but our out¬ 
look on the world itself 

“It was unbelievable that humans could inflict 
such pain upon one another. We have learned to 
appreciate our lives and cherish what we have. 

“And most importantly to never hate, as hate 
was at the very root of this travesty. ” 
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This rates package brings 
welcome relief for Welsh 
business and public services 


T HE addition¬ 
al rate relief 
package for 
small businesses 
announced in the 
Budget will be a 
boost for businesses 
in the Vale. 

This will mean that 
around half of small 
businesses in Wales will 
pay no business rates for 
the year from October 1, 
2010 and roughly 20 per 
cent more will see their 
business rates reduced 
significantly. 

The details of these 
changes announced by 
the Chancellor will be 
important to Vale busi¬ 
nesses and my office is 
always ready to advise 
and provide further 
information on these 
important announce¬ 
ments following the rate 
relief boosts announced 
at Christmas by our 
Local Government 
Minister, Carl Sargeant. 

The latest move 
involves an increase in 
the rateable value thresh¬ 
old at which properties 
will qualify for 100 per 
cent relief to £6,000 and 
a taper band of relief 
from 100 per cent to 50 
per cent up to a thresh¬ 
old of £12,000 from the 
October date for one 
year. 

The UK and Welsh 
Assembly Governments 
have worked together to 
secure this support for 
businesses as part of the 
plan to support the 
upturn of the economy 


as we move out of reces¬ 
sion, but we know how 
fragile this is as we seek 
to support business and 
drive efficiency and 
innovation in our public 
services. 

Major investment in 
the Welsh Assembly 
regional transport plans 
will also be a welcome 
boost for public services 
in Wales involving over 
£9million for the south 
east Wales region. This 
includes over £460,000 
for the Vale of 
Glamorgan - an 
increase in last year’s 
local transport grant sup¬ 
porting local bus and 
community transport 
services. 

This will support the 
vital services provided 
by VEST (Voluntary 
Emergency Transport), 
(DPVC) Dinas Powys 
Voluntary Concern, East 
Vale Community 
Transport and 
Greenlinks - a new proj¬ 
ect for the rural Vale - as 
well as supporting a 
number of important bus 
routes. 

This enables disabled 
and elderly people to get 
to important hospital 
appointments but also to 
access shops and servic¬ 
es. 

It was great to see the 
investment in the new 
facilities for disabled 
people and their carers at 
Cowbridge Leisure 
Centre last week, joining 
Seth and Sol Jorgensen 
at the new changing 
places facility fully 


equipped for adults and 
children, to enable dis¬ 
abled people to access 
the gym and personal 
trainers at the centre. 
This will help boost 
business at the leisure 
centre for so many peo¬ 
ple. 

A recent report for the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government has shown 
how free prescriptions in 
Wales have increased 
equity and access for 
patients who were not 
previously entitled to 
free prescriptions with 
asthma, heart disease or 
an organ transplant, 
helping them to lead 
more independent lives 
and reducing the risk of 
unnecessary emergency 
admissions to hospital. 

It is also important 
that we recognise the 
importance of our 
investment in services to 
support the most vulner¬ 
able and unprotected 
members of society 
including those who 
experience violence in 
the home. 

A new strategy to pro¬ 
tect women and children 
has been launched by the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government. ‘The Right 
to be Safe’ includes a 
number of initiatives and 
additional funding of £1 
million to expand servic¬ 
es offered by the Wales 
Domestic Abuse 
Helpline, as well as 
measures to tackle traf¬ 
ficking and to boost edu¬ 
cational understanding 
and awareness, through 


our personal and social 
educational framework. 

Our access to 
European funds is also 
important for business 
and the public as we 
plan to use up to £34 
million to improve ener¬ 
gy efficiency in housing 
in Wales. 

As well as supporting 
renewable energy gener¬ 
ation measures, this will 
help cut carbon emis¬ 
sions and fuel bills, as 
well as providing a 
major boost to support 
green jobs in Wales.

Walkers take a Tumble 
past the Tramroad, and 
on to the Punch Bowl! 


The United States 
comes a step 
closer to travellers

CLIVE recently 
stood in at short 
notice for a can¬ 
celled walk and 10 
walkers joined him 
for a trip up to the 
Blorenge, on what 
turned out to be a 
great day for walk¬ 
ing. 

Beginning on the 
south side at Keepers 
Pond (Pen-ffordd-goch) 
situated at 475-metres 
above sea level where 
there was a cool breeze 
blowing, they crossed 
the road and walked 
through The Tumble, 
allegedly named after 
Die Shon, who tumbled 
down the steep slope, 
broke his leg and reached 
Garn Ddyrys where a 
forge once stood. 

In 1795, a Blorenge 
quarry Tramroad was 
built, but this later gave 
way to Hill’s Tramroad, 
named after Thomas Hill 
,the manager of 
Blaenavon Ironworks. 

This was built to carry 
pig iron from Blaenavon 
to Garn Ddyrys, where it 
was worked into wrought 
iron and was famous for 
the 1.5-mile tunnel con¬ 
necting Pwll Du to 
Blaenavon. 

In its heyday, 15 to 20 
trams, each containing 
two tons of limestone, 
went through the tunnel; 
and later in the 1850s 
when the tramroad could 
not cope with the 
increased production, a 


double incline railway 
was constructed. 

This crossed the 
mountain from near New 
Pit at Blaenavon to Pwll 
Du and enabled four 
trams to be pulled up and 
down the one mile 
incline. 

At Gam Ddyrys, they 
passed the site of the old 
Queen Victoria Inn, 
where in 1946 during a 
very lively party, there 
was a loud creak and the 
floor gave way; 30-cus- 
tomers ended up in the 
cellar and no doubt expe¬ 
rienced the biggest hang¬ 
over of their lives! 

Following the tram- 
road there was still some 
evidence of its industrial 
past in the shape of some 
sleepers where the tram- 
road rails were fixed. 

Further along, they 
saw the cut and shut tun¬ 
nel which most likely 
served to protect the tun¬ 
nel from ground slip¬ 


page. Nearby there once 
stood a winch house for 
the Llanfoist incline that 
carried the wagons down 
to the wharf, before their 
journey along the 
Monmouth/Brecon canal 
to reach Newport. 

The group carried on 
to the Punchbowl, origi¬ 
nally carved out of the 
hillside by glaciers dur¬ 
ing the last ice age but 
the present lake is man¬ 
made and has a small 
islet in the centre. 

This was a popular 
place for illegal bare 
knuckle fighting and in 
1889 (allegedly) a fight 
between David Rees 
from Nantyglo and 
William Williams of 
Brynmawr lasted 42 
rounds, taking 102 min¬ 
utes to complete and all 
for a purse of £10 - sheer 
madness! 

On the surrounding 
wooded slopes there are 
many types of trees, 


some more than 200- 
years old. 

After a pause, it was 
time to climb to the top 
of Blorenge, standing at 
559-metres high above 
the River Usk, where the 
group were glad to stop 
in the sunshine and enjoy 
their lunch while taking 
in views towards Skirrid, 
Sugar Loaf, Pen Cerrig- 
calch and the Black 
Mountain ridges beyond. 

Refreshed, the group 
walked along the edge of 
the Blorenge and upon 
their return to the start 
still had fairly clean 
boots - very much appre¬ 
ciated and rather unheard 
of during recent weather 
conditions.

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GREEN WASTE COLLECTIONS 
RESUME AROUND THE VALE 


W ITH the 
arrival of 
warmer 
weather, residents 
in the Vale are to 
receive their regular 
kerbside fortnightly 
garden waste collec¬ 
tions. 

Garden waste bags are 
collected on the same 
week as cardboard and 
plastic recycling, and 
content should include 
grass, shrub cuttings, 
leaves, plants, flowers 
and most weeds. 

Figures from last year 
(April 2008 - March 
2009) show that more 
than 4,100 tonnes of gar¬ 
den waste were collected, 
highlighting the excep¬ 
tional effort put in by 
Vale residents. 

Early figures from 
April 2009 to the end of 
March 2010 indicate that 
residents have exceeded 
last year’s tonnage. 

Coun Geoff Cox, cabi¬ 
net member for visible 
and building services, 
was keen to praise how 
well residents have done. 

He said: “Our Vale 
garden waste is sent to 
Penllyn Farm in 
Cowbridge where it is 
composted, turned into a 
soil enhancer and reused 
back on their farm land.

L OUIS 

LETERRIER 
has done an 
excellent job of 
building up his 
directorial profile 
in recent years. 

After coming under 
the tutelage of Luc 
Besson, Letenier made 
his bow with Unleashed, 
swiftly followed by the 
daftly enjoyable 
Transporter 2. 

Having shown he 
knew his way around the 
action genre, Leterrier 
was handed The 
Incredible Hulk, and 
while his effort wasn’t 
an all-encompassing hit, 
he showed enough abili¬ 
ty to be tasked with 
bringing Clash of the 
Titans back to the big 
screen. 

The remake of the 
1981 original, noted for 
Ray Harryhausen’s stop- 
motion effects work, 
sees Perseus (Sam 
Worthington), a half¬ 
man, half-god, lose his 
family when Hades 
(Ralph Fiennes) ki lls 
them during a battle 
between men and gods. 

When the city of 
Argos is put under threat 
by Hades, sent by Zeus 
(Liam Neeson) to show 
man the power of the 
gods, Perseus decides to 
stop him, and with a 
small group (including 
Mads Mikkelsen, 

Gemma Arterton and 
Nicholas Hoult) sets out 
to stop Hades before he 
can unleash the 
Kraken... 

This review starts 
with a warning; there are 
two versions of Clash... 
showing at your local 
cinema, a 2-D version 
and a 3-D version. 

Under no circumstances 
should you watch the 
latter, given the com¬ 
plete lack of anything 
remotely three-dimen¬ 
sional taking place. It 
seems to be merely a 
marketing gambit by the 
studio, as opposed to a 
genuine attempt to make 
a film with the benefits 
of new technology, and 
should be avoided, lest 


you want to watch a 
slightly fuzzy film with 
the occasionally weak 
moment of ‘3-D’. 

Rant over, and now 
onto the real meat of the 
review - and sadly it’s 
not good news. For 
much like the 3-D, 

Clash of the Titans is a 
film similarly lacking in 
any real positives, and 
feels more like a cash-in 
of the original’s good¬ 
will than an attempt to 
make a film that bears 
any cinematic relevance 
today. Put bluntly, this 
Clash is absolute trash, 
and not overly enjoyable 
trash at that. 

It is churlish to com¬ 
pare and contrast with 
the original film, which, 
Harryhausen’s stop- 
motion aside, is an aver¬ 
age piece of work with 
the odd moment of style, 
but it seems Clash... 

2010 has taken the 
overblown nature of the 
story and assembled a 
film that is pointless, 
episodic and far too 
reliant on action 
sequences that are 
thrown in in lieu of cre¬ 
ating a memorable story¬ 
line. 

Coming in at a run¬ 
ning time of 106 min¬ 
utes, the film makes an 
honourable attempt to 
maintain the pace and 
excitement by pretty 
much leaping from one 
action sequence to the 
next. 

All well and good if it 
intended to be a throw¬ 
away action film, but 
given the nature of the 
story trying to be told, it 
merely smacks of the 
scriptwriters failing to 
offer any substance to 
the story. 

Given the situation 
Perseus finds himself in, 
learning he is half-man, 
half-god, do we get to 
see any real emoting 
about what he has to do? 
Of course we don’t, 
instead he just mopes 
around stony-faced, 
telling everyone that he 
is all man and will do 
what he has to do with¬ 
out the assistance of the 
gods (though ironically 


having to use the help of 
the gods to overcome 
villainy!) 

It seems any conces¬ 
sion to make the story 
more developed and 
nuanced has been 
thrown out by the 
screenwriters, who num¬ 
ber three and seem to 
lack any idea of writing 
anything other than 
action sequence after 
action sequence. 

It’s little surprise that 
with a script like that, 
the performances fail to 
enliven proceedings. 

Sam Worthington, who 
after 

Terminator: Salvation 
and Avatar is quickly 
turning into the go-to 
guy for characters 
thrown into the deep 
end, fails to elicit any¬ 
thing resembling the 
intensity of the aforeme- 
tioned performances. 

Instead, his Perseus is 
lacking in charisma, and 
is little more than a foot¬ 
note as a character - as 
we learn little about him 
throughout the course of 
the film. 

While the likes of 
Mads Mikkelsen and 
Liam Cunningham do 
their best to make their 
swarthy soldiers a little 
more memorable than 
most of the other charac¬ 
ters, Gemma Arterton 
finds herself wasted as 
Io, a character seemingly 
only created to pass on 
handy hints and tips as 
the group make their 
way from scene to 
scene. 

The actress is more 
than capable of better, 
but is given little time to 
do anything, something 
that similarly applies to 
the casting of Liam 
Neeson and Ralph 
Fiennes. 

While the former 
looks like the cousin of 
Ron Burgundy with his 
outlandish facial hair, it 
seems he can coast by 
on gravitas alone, offer¬ 
ing little with his turn, 
while Fiennes takes time 
out of chewing the 
scenery on the Harry 
Potter franchise to have 
a nibble on the Clash... 


set in a largely forget¬ 
table role, low on vil¬ 
lainy but high on melo¬ 
drama. 

That they can cast 
Danny Huston as 
Poseidon, only to restrict 
him to one line, shows 
that the filmmakers were 
more concerned with 
appearances than that 
they were hiring the 
right talent; no doubt the 
latter three actors will be 
chortling happily to 
themselves, having no 
doubt banked a tidy pay 
packet for (in Huston's 
case especially) nothing. 

Louis Leterrier’s love 
of the original was a big 
factor in him signing up 
for this remake, but he 
shows little flair or skill 
that marks him out as 
director of any real tal¬ 
ent. 

Certainly he shows he 
can handle the epic scale 
of the film, but the refer¬ 
ence points here are the 
likes of Lord of the 
Rings and Pirates of the 
Carribean, the film lack¬ 
ing a visual identity of 
its own. 

He utilises the CGI 
effects well, with some 
of the beasts they 
encounter being well 
rendered, but there is no 
real build to the various 
sequences. Medusa, the 
Kraken et al, while look¬ 
ing good, don’t quite 
carry the menace you 
would hope for, and the 
final sequence in partic¬ 
ular feels rushed and far 
too simplistic. 

While there are some 
moments that are clever-

ly executed, the overall 
feel of Clash of the 
Titans is of a gigantic 
letdown. The perform¬ 
ances are weak, the story 
rushed, and the film 
looks like a retread of 
other fantasy films with¬ 
out establishing its own 
personality. It all adds up 
to a poor experience, a 
film that fails to excite 
and, actually, bores a lit¬ 
tle - and the less said 
about the 3-D experience 
the better! 

VERDICT-A dull 
and weak remake of an 
average film, Clash of 
the Titans does no-one 
involved any good, and 
makes for a less than 
worthwhile viewing 
experience. The per¬ 
formances are lifeless 
and tread water while 
the story is rushed and 
lacking in depth. 

A bore in both 2-D 
and 3-D, Clash of the 
Titans is a film best left 
alone. Poor.

I came out 
thinking ‘what a waste’ 
and wondering why 
mainstream cinema 
films aren’t made in 
3D? 

I now know why - 
they would cost too 
much to make because, 
before digital imaging, 
you had to use two cam¬ 
eras and two projectors 
and twice as much film. 

Bernard Brown’s ‘3D 
Extravaganza’ [PIPS 
March 25] was amazing. 

Dubbed ‘The Welsh 
Wizard’ by the editor of 
the Journal of The 
Stereoscopic Society of 
Great Britain, he began 
by giving us a tour of 
the American National 
Parks. 

Stunning landscape 
followed on stunning 
landscape, all in thor¬ 
oughly convincing 3D. 
From my seat in the 
front row I had to resist 
the temptation to get up 
and walk off into the 
sunset in Monument 
Valley. 

Even more fascinat¬ 
ing was a sequence of 
pictures that followed 
the building of the sec¬ 
ond Severn Crossing. 
Bernard revisited choice 
viewpoints regularly 
from the laying of the 
first supports in the 
riverbed to the official 
opening walkover. 

The added perspec¬ 
tive of 3D really brought 
home what a gigantic 
project it was. Bernard’s 
picture of the last sec¬ 
tion being put into place 
- in the middle - and 
lining up exactly - was 
amazing! 

During the second 
part of the evening, 
Bernard demonstrated 
how it was done. 


In the dark ages 
before digital photogra¬ 
phy, he used two cam¬ 
eras, mounted on a bar 
to replicate the distance 
between human eyes. 

For really wide-open 
spaces he had to place 
the cameras several feet 
apart. Bernard then went 
on to show how the 
effect is now created 
digitally. This involves 
all sorts of jiggery-pok¬ 
ery with ‘bump map’ 
image filters and shift¬ 
ing pixies left and right. 

We will not forget the 
digitally created fantasy 
images and the 3D pic¬ 
tures of far away galax¬ 
ies that Bernard used for 
the grand climax of the 
evening in a hurry.

NINE walkers 
joined leader Val 
Hartrey for the 
journey up to Cefn- 
Coed-y-Cymmer, 
and they began 
their walk from 
Cyfarthfa Castle. 

Built for £30,000 in 
1825 by the Ironmaster 
William Crawshay 11, 
this mock castle, com¬ 
plete with towers and tur¬ 
rets made of local stone 
and surrounded by 160- 
acres of parkland, over¬ 
looked the family-owned 
ironworks on the other 
side of the River Taff. 

Feaving the castle 
grounds, the group made 
their way across Cefn 
bridge, and via steps 
joined the banks of the 
Taf Fechan River, which 
were waterlogged fol¬ 
lowing recent rain and 
very muddy. 

The river footbridge 
led them to the western 
bank of the Taf Fechan 
Nature Reserve, estab¬ 
lished in 1975, where 
they slithered along 
muddy paths through the 
woods, which in places 
became rivers and had to 
be waded through! 

Navigating a wide 
drainage channel that had 
turned into a pond and 
crossing a meadow full 
of pregnant ponies, the 
group made their way to 
the Blue Pool (Pwll Glas) 
and stopped for morning 
coffee while watching 
four young men attempt¬ 
ing to canoe down the 
river. 

Crossing the road and 
continuing along the 
river bank, the group 
made their way under the 
455-foot long, 92-foot 
high and 7-arched 
Pontsarn Viaduct. 

Five acres of land on 
the west bank, including 
the Blue Pool, was pre¬ 
sented to the Brecon 
Beacons National Park 
Authority by Whitbread 
Brewers in 1986 for the 
great sum of £1, and a 
plaque on the viaduct 
wall commemorates this. 

They journeyed on 
through meandering 
paths in the woods 
towards Vaynor, where a 
spectacular waterfall was 
crashing down into the 
flooded valley from 
below Vaynor church. 

Climbing up to visit 
the church, they saw two 
toads beside the path, but 
at the church were 
thwarted by the arrival of 
a wedding party, and not 
wishing to invade their 
privacy, the visit was 
postponed for another 
day. 

The wooden bridge 
over the river had a huge 
gap on its floor, where 
planks had been removed 
and burnt - so great care 
had to be taken while 
crossing, before they 
climbed uphill to join the 
Taff Trail. 

Another steep climb 
through woods up a path 
that was running with 
water followed, before 
they emerged onto the 


open hillside, where a 
buzzard soared overhead 
and their climb ended at 
Morlais Castle quarries 
where it was quite 
breezy. 

Funch was enjoyed in 
the shelter of huge lime¬ 
stone rocks, while sky¬ 
larks trilled overhead. 

Before they left, there 
was a clear view to the 
central Brecon Beacon 
mountain tops and away 
in the distance the 
Merthyr mountain rail¬ 
way train was chugging 
along and puffing out 
steam that rose in a high 
cloud. 

The quarry floors had 
huge lakes in them fol¬ 
lowing the thawing of 
snow and recent heavy 
rainfall. 

However, further 
along several people 
were enjoying the sport 
of rock climbing. 

From the quarry top a 
single red kite flew up 
into the sky and down 
across the woodland 
below, before the group 
moved on to descend 
gradually, and cross the 
road to join the opposite 
bank of the nature 
reserve. 

Here it was evident 
just how much the river 
was swollen, and follow¬ 
ing the limestone gorge 
down river with its vari¬ 
ous pothole shapes creat¬ 
ed by the passing of time 
and water damage, the 
rapids were swirling 
masses of thundering 
clear water crashing 
downhill. 

Retracing their steps at 
the bottom of the Cwm, 
the group walked back to 
Cyfarthfa Castle, now a 
school and museum, and 
visited the cafe for some 
liquid refreshment before 
the journey home. 

On April 10, meet at 
9am at Cogan Feisure 
Centre for a 10-mile hard 
walk climbing Twmpa in 
the Black Mountains

S tate Of Play,
